CHILD TOSSED TO POLICEMAN.

Projectors Issue Official Statement and 
Call for Meeting. 


The movement to provide a twenty-mile 
speedway for autornobiles near Pennington, N. 
J., has assumed such a definite shape that 
the Inter-City Automobile Speedway Company, 
the projector of the enterprise, has issued an 
official statement in regard to the matter. 
/ According to the official prospectus, an Op- 
tion has been secured on about 4,000 acres of 
excellent farm land, midway between New 
York and Philadelphia, eight miles from Tren- 
ton and the same distence from Princeton. 
The speedway will be located so as to cross 
over and under public roads, and will offer 
to owners of fast cars the only opportunity 


they have in this country of driving their 
machines at full speed in perfect safety. 

The route will bee!n near the Philadelphia 
l}and Reading Railroad station at Pennington, 
extencing northerly to the foot of a range of 
hills, thence westerly, gradually ascending 
or about five miles and passing through a 
ravine to the summit. From this point the 
route gradually descends southward, skirting 
the village of Titusville and following the 
tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad and the 
yanks of the Delaware River to a point near 
Washington’s Crossing; thence running easterly 
toward the grand stand. Except for several 
miles on the home stretch, which will be prac- 
tically straight, the entire route will provide 
| natural road conditions, without sharp turns

It is con- 
ceivable that the present Czar may see 
his way clear to restore to the Church 
some of the freedom of which it was 
stripped by his ancestors, but if he 
does, it will be, as in the case of the 
demands for civil liberty, because he 
fears the outcome of a refusal. The 
liberal political movement and the new- 
ly developed religious movement in the 
direction of liberty are equally, and 
from the necessity of the case, move- 
ments for the practical restriction of 
the Autocracy. The actual Autocrat 
may make concessions to them from 
motives of expediency, but neither he 
nor his present agents can have much 
doubt as to the nature, the scope, or the 
inevitable consequences of the conces- 
sions.

_ TAXING MORTGAGES. 


How the Proposed Law Would Discour- 
age Small Investors. 


To the Editor-of The New York Timea: 

While there may be a provision in the 
proposed mortgage tax law making it 
Megal for the borrower to pay the tax, 
|} the practical meaning of this provision 
jis that to get his mortgage in the future 
the borrower will have to pay a higher 
rate of interest, 

Savings banks and insurance companies 
are now exempt from taxation as far as 
money loaned on mortgage is concerned, 
and the result is that they are ever 
ready to secure desirable loans, thus 
encouraging real estate acquisition and 
investment, and securing good business 
for themselves at the same time. 

Persons familiar with the history of the 
up-building of the outlying boroughs 
know that their development has been ef- 
| fected largely through the instrumental- 
| ity of small and thrifty property owners— 
many of whom made their first real es- 
tate purchase when they emigrated from 
Manhattan.

If the proposed Annual Mortgage Tax 
bill becomes a law in its present form, 
some real estate owners will be in a seri- 
ous fix. Here is an actual example, of 
which the writer knows: 

Smith has contracted to sell some prop- 
erty to Brown tn four months, and in the 
contract it is stipulated that Brown shall 
give a mortgage to Smith for $38,000 and 
will pay any tax assessed against the 
' mortgage, which mortgage is to be re- 
corded at the time the sale is effected; 
this will be after the bill takes effect. 
Under the terms of the bill, if there is an 
agreement or understanding by which the 
borrower pays the tax the courts are for- 
bidden to entertain foreclosure proceed- 
ings. 

Smith is now tn this position: If he car- 
ries out the contract and sells the prop- 
erty with a mortgage he will not be able 
to foreclose because of this understand- 
ing now made; if he refuses to sell the 
property Brown can certainly sue for 
damages or specific performance, because 
there is nothing in the bill which makes 
an agreement to pay the tax such an of- 
fense as to cause the courts to refrain 
from enforcing the ‘contract on the 
grounds of public policy. Besides, the con- 
tract is perfectity valid now, since there 
is no law forbidding an agreement to pay 
the tax, 

If Brown chooses to be tricky, it looks 
as though Smith has lost the amount of 
| mortgage indebtedness to be incurred by 
| Brown, and he had better charge it off to 
profit and loss as soon as _ the bill is 
signed. Doubtless there are numbers of 
other owners who are or will be in similar 
predicaments.
